In compliance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 and in 
accordance with the practice under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the Examiner's attention is 
directed to the documents listed on the attached PTO/SB/08a form. In accordance with 
current practice, no copies of any U.S. patent documents are attached. A copy of the listed 
non-U.S. document is attached. 

The cited references were listed in an Office Action in the parent application, 
the corresponding Indian Examination Reports and the corresponding European Search 
Report; a copy of each of those reports is attached hereto, however, a copy of the parent 
Office Action is not attached. International Publication Nos. WO 99/07348 and WO 
96/20612, European Patent Nos. EP 0841010, EP 0347751 and EP 0346879, Great Britain

While the non- English documents EP 0841010 and EP 0347751 were made of record in this 
case through the Information Disclosure Statement dated October 14, 2003, it is unclear from 



Hence, a concise 
explanation of relevance for these non-English documents is provided in the form of English 
language abstracts, and the references are again listed on the attached PTO/SB/08a form. 

It should be noted that in the Indian Examination Report dated June 11, 2004, 
the Examiner incorrectly cited U.S. Patent No. 610,861; however, on a marked-up copy of 
the claims, the Examiner noted the correct patent number was actually U.S. Patent No. 
6,106,861 (cited herein). 

A review of our file indicates that the PTO Form 1449 returned by the 
Examiner, dated October 14, 2003, does not bear the Examiner's signature next to the listed 
foreign patent documents indicating that the information has been considered. Hence, it is 
respectfully requested that the Examiner return the form indicating that such information has 
been considered.
